6.—Governor 
Ferguson up to Monday night had dis­ 
posed of all bills passed by the first 
called session of the thiqfy-fifth legis­ 
lature except the educational appro­ 
priation bill. He has until Wednesday 
to pass final judgment on that. 
Tuesday the governor filed with the 
secretary of state the appropriation 
bill for the support of the state gov­ 
ernment with 40 items vetoed; the 
miscellaneous appropriation bill with 
the Item for matntaing the 
ranger 
force from April I, 1917, and certain 
Items of tho adjutant general’s depart­ 
ment vetoed; the bill appropriating 
$1,008,600 for the first fiscal year ann 
$1,035,600 for the second fiscal year 
for salaries of judges and support of 
the judiciary 
department 
approved 
without change; the deficiency appro­ 
priation bill carrying $263,239, approv­ 
ed without change; the bill fixing sal 
aries of state officers approved, and 
the concurrent resolutions correcting 
the error in inadvertently omitting 
the item of $2100 a year in the depart­ 
ment of agriculture for salary of plant 
pathologist approved. 
The governor filed with his approv­ 
al the Bee text book bill, which pass 
ed after numerous amendments had 
been adopted which amounted to prac­ 
tically a rewriting of the measure. 
The governor chopped off $31,500 on 
each of the two fiscal years In the ap­ 
propriation bill for the support of the 
state government, leaving a total of 
$1,733,620 for the first year and $1 
616,673 for the second, a grand total 
of $3,350,301. 
He vetoed the Item of $10,000 
for 
each of the two fiscal years for the 
purpose of collecting information con 
cerning stock on hand and the probable 
yield of farm and ranch products and 
the dissemination of same, and for 
establishinng agencies for the sale of 
farm, orchard and ranch products un­ 
der the rules of the warehouse and 
marketing law. 
The governor 
said 
this information can be obtained from 
statistics furnished by the federal gov­ 
ernment, "and I do not believe that 
the expenditures of this money for this 
purpose would be worth that much to 
the tax payers.’ 
Likewise the Item of $10,000 for each 
of the two fiscal years In the depart­ 
ment of agriculture made for the pur­ 
pose of collecting and disseminating 
agricultural information, is vetoed and 
disapproved for the same reason. 
The item of appropriation for sal­ 
aries and expenses for collecting fees 
under the pure food laws of $2500 for 
each of the two fiscal years in the 
pure food commissioners department 
was vetoed for the reason that “it ap 
pears that 
sufficient 
appropriations 
were made by the legislature for sal­ 
aries for that department." 
An item to pay Mexican war vet­ 
erans of $9000 for each of the two Aa 
cal years was eliminated from the 
comptroller’s appropriation. The gov­ 
ernor points out that this is a dupli­ 
cation of a like amount set aside in 
house bill 78, "and there Is no need 
of both of said appropriations." 
From the miscellaneous 
appropria­ 
tion bill the governor eliminated items 
aggregating approximately $335,000 for 
the two fiscal years, these items hav­ 
ing to do with, the ranger force and 
adjutant general’s department. 
The 
governor gave as his reason for the 
veto that all the expenditures, 
de­ 
mands and needs have been fully pro 
Tided in what is known as the military 
bill, carrying an 
appropriation 
of 
$750,000 and for that reusou the gov­ 
ernor says It is not necessary to levy 
taxes for the items.

Washington, D. C., June 6.—The se­ 
lection of those who are to actually 
bear arms is the next step in the 
government’s plan, following the reg­ 
istration yesterday of American mil­ 
lions for war against Germany. The 
task will be started as soon as com­ 
plete registration returns can be tab­ 
ulated. 
With the closing of each registra­ 
tion precinct officials went at once to 
the task of assorting and classifying 
the cards. There is much work to be 
done in order that the brief synopsis 
which each governor will make to Gen­ 
eral Crowder of the registration of his 
state may go forward promptly. 
General Crowder is hopeful that an 
other thirty-six hours will see the full 
record of the country on his desk. The 
state department was called upon for 
additional cards today by the thou­ 
sands. 
The reports showed that the regis­ 
tration passed without even such ex­ 
citing disturbances as mark a gen 
eral political election. 
The spirit of the young men from 
whom the fighting forces are to be 
sele* ted was evidenced in their atti­ 
tude toward question 12 on the reg­ 
istration blanks, which asked if ex­ 
emption was claimed. In thousands of 
cases young men availed themselves 
of their right to ignore this question 
and to leave it entirely for the gov­ 
ernment to decide whether th* y should 
be selected. 
It was not a volunteer enterprise 
upon which the men of military age 
were embarking, but they entered up­ 
on It In the spirit of men who were 
seeking the opportunity to serve.

Austin, Texas, June 6.—It is now up 
to the governor, James E. Ferguson 
to make good his veto proclamation 
issued a few days ago on the univer­ 
sity appropriation by filing the bill in 
the secretary of state’s office, together 
with his disapproval in order to make 
his action binding. 
All prospects ’ of there being any 
concessions made on the part of the 
friends of the institution through D, 
K. Woodward, president, and John W. 
Brady, secretary of the central com­ 
mittee of the ex-students’ association 
of the university, that would have 
meant a sacrifice of the principles for 
which they are contending the courts, 
were dissipated by a full and complete 
rejection of the compromise proposi­ 
tion that was submitted to them by a 
committee of the board of regents to­ 
day. 
In effect, this proposition was that 
all right of recourse to the courts to 
determine a disputed question of au­ 
thority of the state executive should 
be waived and that the governor be 
permitted to exercise the course of 
action which he has laid down towards 
the university. 
As is well known, his attitude and 
act8 may mean the temporary 
bus 
pension of the university’s operations 
The meeting of the board of regents 
here today* was pronounced by Its 
members to be a conference with the 
view of arriving if possible at a solu­ 
tion of the questions which Involve the 
existence of the university for the 
ensuing two fiscal years. 
*

In order that the subsequent pro 
ceedings may be the better 
under­ 
stood, it is well to state that the propo­ 
sition which was alter In the day sub­ 
mitted 
to Messrs. 
Woodward 
and 
Brady was early this morning placed 
in the hands of Governor Ferguson 
and it met with his entire approval. 
In substance, the basis of the pro 
posed compromise was that tile gov 
ernor would not place into effect his 
veto of the university appropriations 
provided the injunction suit that had 
been instituted by John A. Lomax 
secretary of the faculties of the inst! 
tution, was dismissed. 
It was also stipulated that the board 
of regents as at present constituted 
should be given a free hand to deal 
with the question of removing Pres 
ident R. E. Vinson and certain mem 
hers of the faculty as it might see fit 
To have accepted this proposition 
would have meant the placing of the 
entire university situation back where 
it was before the injunction proceed­ 
ings were filed on behalf of Mr. Lo­ 
max. 
The question of dism issing the quo 
warranto proceedings to restrain the 
governor from removing Dr. 8. J. Jones 
from the board was not involved in 
the proposition, at least, unless the 
resolution containing 
the 
proposed 
compromise offer might be construed 
to cover it. 
When this resolution was offered by 
John M. Mathis at the meeting of the 
regents Tuesday morning it met with 
the opposition of Fred Cook of San 
Antonio, who expressed him self as 
unwilling to sacrifice the principle for 
which the friends of the university 
were standing.

manual training, domestic science, business courses and numerous other 
departments even in grade schools in some states. Really, the tendency in 
recent years has leaned perhaps too much toward the practical, and too 
far from the happy medium. 
Governor Ferguson’s political life in Texas has left the impression that 
he is one who has not only leaned away over to the practical side of edu­ 
cation, but his head is so far over his eyes he cannot even see the other side 
of the question. 
His leanings for the rural school even to the sacrifice 
of the state university, have given forth the strong supposition that his 
attitude is for the purpose more of personal aggrandizement than for the 
good of the school system. 
It is from the patrons of the rural schools that 
most votes come, it must be remembered. 
It is true, however, that Texas 
has had the very poorest rural schools and alm ost the poorest town schools 
of any state in the union. 
At one time Texas stood highest in percentage 
of illiteracy, and it was not all because of the negroes, either. 
The schools 
simply were not here to give education, and the few so-called schools were 
merely places upon which to spend the state appropriations; they were not 
efficient. 
The governor has by his efforts to elevate the rural schools, in 
which he was following to a very considerable extent the late conference 
for education in Texas, seemingly at least aroused public sentim ent for bet­ 
ter grade schools and the people are ap p rop riatin g money by direct tax­ 
ation to supplement the funds from the state. 
It gives hope of providing 
for Texas in time a real system of education from the bottom to the top. 
When our graded schools shall have been brought up to a standard and 
made as practical as is the tendency today, that is, of applying the rules in 
the books to the things around about the students, then will the pupils be­ 
gin to have stronger desires for knowledge obtainable only in the institu­ 
tions of higher education. 
The argument for practical education applies 
there as elsewhere, and from what little we knew of the teachings at the 
Texas university we are inclined to believe that these are made applica­ 
ble to the lives of men and women to the full degree that modern pedagogy 
has been able to do so. 
In olden tim es the curricula of institutions of 
higher education were built for the main purpose of turning out m inisters 
of the gospel, and, while that demand has become slight, it was a long time 
before educators were willing to revise the curricula to meet the popular 
demand. 
But they have with undue slowness been giving way, perhaps 
with more swiftness in the Texas university than elsewhere. 
The Texas 
adversity provides education for all sorts of men and women, but for so­ 
called practical education the normals and the A. and M. college and the 
College of Industrial Arts are existent. 
The university is needed to meet 
the demand of many of these boys and girls in whom the governor, by his 
rural school propaganda, is placing ambition for highest education. Hence, 
by his veto of the api»ropriation, which can have no less effect than to 
weaken the institution aud make its rebuilding one of extrem o difficulty, 
he is taking the roof off his house while putting a foundation under it. 
One thereby gathers that either he is not broad enough to comprehend the 
advantages of higher education and can see good only in the three B's, or 
that he is making a grand stand plea to the rural voters, or that he pro­ 
pose sto be the kaiser of Texas. 
W hatever his motive, his methods are 
not building a complete educational system for Texas.

Jun e 5.— Tick 
eradication should be given an impor­ 
tant place among the m easures to be 
taken 
by southern com m unities to 
meet existing conditions. An increased 
supply of meat is one of the country’s 
most urgent needs; and the souih can­ 
not do its share toward furnishing this 
increased meat supply until the tick 
has been put out of the way. 
It is proved every day in the south 
that beef cattle that are being robbed 
of blood by ticks will not grow or 
fatten properly and that milch cows 
subject to the sam e drain give only 
scanty supplies of milk. They cannot 
efficiently turn into food for soldiers 
and civilians the nundreds of pounds 
of grass, hay and grain which they 
consume. They arr w asters— made so 
by the ticks that they feed on them. 
These are anim als that live in spite 
of the cattie fever germ s which ticks 
in ject with their bites. 
There is the 
added loss to be charged against ticks 
of the cattle which die from fever; 
and their number roaches Into the 
thousands. 
Now that each pound of meat and 
each glass of milk takes on an added 
value among the nation's resource". 
more cattle must Le raised and each 
animal must he made to put on as 
great a weight of meat or yield as 
much milk, as is conom ically practica­ 
ble. If this is to bp accomplished in 
the south the first 3tep must be a 
drive against ticks. The methods for 
getting rid of these expensive pests 
are well known and are already being 
made efficient use of in many south­ 
ern com munities. Dipping vats filled 
with solutions that will destroy the 
ticks on cattie, and public interest 
which will insist that all cattle be 
dipped, are the essen tials; and when 
these have been acquired in a com­ 
munity a new day for cattle produc­ 
tion is sure to dawn. Ca*tie that have 
been freed from ticks and kept free— 
as they may he at small cost- put on 
weight rapidly and make cuttle rais­ 
ing among the abundant feed supplies 
of the south a truly profitable enter­ 
prise.

We editors, bankers, m erchants and business and professional men gen­ 
erally, who spend six days in the week with the concerns of our callings, 
evolve on Sunday afternoons wonderful theories to upply to the other fel 
low. 
Having had an extra good dinner and treated ourselves to a good 
cigar, a cool place in a wicker chair on the shady and breezy side of the 
front gallery, we dream wonderful things, 
It is not to be denied by any 
body but that some of our dreams are very excellent, and could be but con­ 
vince the fellow for whom we dreum that they are good, be would be ben 
slitted and so would society. 


By reason of the backing of the business men of Texas, diversification 
has taken quite a hold on Texas fanners, and they are living at home as 
never before. 
Of course, other things have had to do with the new cond! 
lions, but the fact rem ains that some dreamer started it. 
The farm er has 
been told to raise many different things, and he has done it. and found it 
good. 
But we town folks need to do a little dreaming aud put action into 
our dreams by doing our part for the farm ers. 
Of what good is it going to 
be to us, as an economic proposition, if the farm er uses his valuable acres 
aud bis labor aud bis machinery uud livestock to produce things he can 
not sell aud which must therefore be wasted, as he can use only a certain 
amount for him self? 
Some m arket must be found for his .surplus divers! 
fled crops, aud if stumbling blocks exist in the direction of tho m arket, they 
must be overcome. 
Gity folks advocated growing peanuts. 
The farm er 
tam e back with the query, ‘ What about the market for them ?" 
Then the 
cotton oil mills provided a market. 
City folks told the farm er to rais< 
beans and peas. 
"W hat about the m arket?" asks the farm er. 
We have 
told bim to raise potatoes, Irish and sweet. “ W hat about a curing plant?” 
says the farm er. 
We cannot consistently insist upon our fanners raising 
stuff aud then fail to atteud to the business of getting them a market. 
Towns aud cities are erected for the purpose of providing m arkets and 
are the products of demands for m arkets. 
W ere it not that towus and cities 
are com ers for barter and trade, there would be no cities. 
Tile city that 
grows and m akes itself desirable as a place of residence bus a basis in the 
fact that it is a good trade center, where the residents not only huve things 
to sell, but are prepared to buy whatever may be offered and at living prices 
No city eau exist where the principle of barter is that of selling and not 
buying. 
Nor eau a city broaden its sphere of influence by confining its 
bartering to one thing, as cotton. 
The residents of a city must get the 
diversification idea into their heads as well as the heads of tim farm ers. 
Preparation to buy consists uot only of having the money with which to 
pay for goods purchased, but to take care of 
those goods after they have 
been purchased, else the dealer will stand a chance of loss on perishable 
thiugs. 
As stated, the cotton oil mills are handling the peanuts. 
They 
have furnished a m arket for the farm er and obtained an outlet for 
their 
m anufactured produc t. 
There should be a 
potato curing plant -one Un 
every c ommunity for that m atter -fo r the handling of that vegetable crop 
aud the m anagem ent of the plants should kuow the amount to be consumed 
between liar ve hts in a given territory, aud huve connections elsew here for 
disclosing of the surplus. 
Fanned stuff which tile farm ers are putting up 
should Hud ready sale to local m erchants aud these should blare them be­ 
fore local consum ers as first < lass products, A. No. I, for they are superior 
In every way to cannery goods, being more closely packed, containing less 
w ater and m ore sugar where sugar is called for and have be* n given more 
personal care. 
T h e sam e is true of dried peas, beans, cowpeas and other 
legum es, which should be kiln dried to kill 
the weevil germ. We ship 
from Faliforn la the sam e 
cow peas we 
raise here, sell them on the local

Under the governm ent plan for the 
organization of farm labor, the details 
of which have been announced by the 
United Stales departm ent of agricul­ 
ture, provision is made for nation-wide 
cooperation in the solution of

farra-help problem. The work of organ 
ization already lins been started in 
about 40 states, and It is expected 
that, eventually every community In 
the United States will be reached. 
It is believed that the resultant util­ 
ization of em ergency labor will begin 
to have an appreciable effect on the 
farm-labor situation before the season 
has far advanced. Meanwhile, the Im 
mediate ami acute problem of supply 
ing labor for the harvests, now begin­ 
ning in the Southwest, is being hand­ 
led, so far as the United States gov 
ernm ent’s 
services 
are 
concerned, 
through the existing employment serv­ 
ice of (he United States departm ent O’’ 
lubor. which will continue to handle 
such problems of mass mobilization 
under (he new plan as it has in tho 
past. 


Federal and State Cooperation. 
Tho plan is based on close coopera­ 
tion on the port of the United States 
department 
of agriculture and 
the 
United States department of 
labor 
with slate com m ittees on national de 
tense charged with labor m atters, with 
the stale agricultural colleges, with 
the county agents, ami witli county 
and local or township labor commit 
tees or representatives to be estah 
lished in every locality. 
The departm ent of agriculture will 
represent tho federal authqriti-s I t 
determining farm labor needs and in 
assisting in organizing all available 
farm labor in the rural districts. The 
United States department of labor will 
devote its attention to organizing labor 
in urban com munities and industrial 
regions, anil will cooperate with the 
farm labor forces where necessary by 
obtaining extra labor from the popu­ 
lous centers.

authority generally to legislate for the 
purpose of conserving the natural re­

Franchise Taxes 
A re to Be Refunded 


(By Associated Press.) 
Austin, Texas, May 31,—Forty fra 
ternal, religious, mutual aid and bur 
tai associations d e ra tin g in Texas will 
be refunded the amount of franchise 
taxes heretofore paid by them to the 
secretary of state’s depatrment. This 
is provided for in an Item carrying 
an appropriation of $3,211.82 In the 
miscellaneous appropriation bill pass 
ed during the special session of 
the 
legislature. 
Such associations and societies are 
exempt from payment of such taxes 
but it was not generally known until 
these organizations had remitted. 
The money with which to refund 
these claims now is available and upon 
presentation of the claims the comp­ 
troller will Issue w arrants for the 
amounts. The claims range from $32 
to $207.

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FEED CONTROL RULES 


Galveston, Texas, May 31.—The Tex­ 
as Cotton Seed C rushers’ association 
yesterday a t the final session of the 
annual convention, backed up on Its 
session of Tuesday refusing to 
ac 
cept the classifications and grades of 
cotton seed cake and meal as laid 
down by the federal control service 
of the agricultural and m echanical col­ 
lege and agreed to accept such classi­ 
fications and grades as a p art of the 
trade rules of the organization. 
Officers to serve through the forth­ 
coming year w ere elected as follows: 
C. C. L ittleton, president, Fort W orth; 
J. H. Howell, vice president, Bryan, 
and R obert Gibson, secretary, Dallas 
Mr, Gibson’s election was in the form 
of a confirm ation of his life secretary­ 
ship. 
The adoption of the feed control’s 
plan of classification and grades 
was 
not put through w ithout opposition 
Two distinct efforts were m ade to frus­ 
tra te acceptance of the departm ent's 
rules, but each failed by a sm all m ar­ 
gin. One side of the issue was led by 
B. W. Couch and C. C. L ittleton, both 
of F ort W orth, favoring the feed con­ 
trol, and the other by P. S. Grogan 
of H ouston, president of the Magnolia 
Oil company, who was strongly oppos­ 
ed to it. 
It was largely through the 
efforts of Mr. Grogan th at the motion 
to reject the rules prevailed on Tues­ 
day. 
The end of the controversy 
came 
with adoption of the trad e rules as 
presented by the com m ittee on rules 
following several conferences with B 
Youngblood, director of the feed con­ 
trol service. 
Mr. Youngblood addressed the con 
ventlon yesterday m orning on the val 
ue of cotton seed cake and meal for 
feeding and in the course of his re 
m arks took occasion to refer to the 
association’s action regarding his de­ 
p artm ent as reported in The News 
of yesterday morning. 
“You've got the wrong m an up a 
tree if you think I’m going to consent 
to have you call products containing 
hulls cotton seed cake and m eal,” he 
told the convention. 
Mr. Youngblood 
exhibited 
several 
charas showing the results accom plish 
ed in fattening hogs on cotton seed 
meal in combination w ith other ra 
tions and also the results where no 
cake was used. In all the experim ents 
the results obtained 
showed 
that 
cheaper and better fat is raised con­ 
siderably by feeding meal, even after 
the anim al has been fattened on oth­ 
er rations. The speaker w as gener­ 
ously applauded throughout the course 
of his rem arks. 
"The results of our experim ents cer­ 
tainly ought to be sufficient refu ta­ 
tion of the statem ent th a t we have 
been hostile tow ard the oil Industry 
and have never done anything for it,” 
said Mr. Youngwood. 
H e w as given a rising 
vote 
of 
thanks as an expression of apprecia­ 
tion and comm endation for the depart 
m ent’s work.

Austin, Texas, June 4.—Dr. R. E 
Vinson, president of the university is­ 
sued a statem ent this evening setting 
forth his views with reference to the 
governor's veto of the entire univer­ 
sity appropriations for the next two 
years. He does not go into the merits 
or details of the issue, but merely a 
general statem ent which has more or 
less of an optimistic tone. 
In addition to the written document 
Dr. Vinson said that he is proceeding 
with the idea that the university will 
dweller in the smaller towns should open in the fall as usual. He does not 
take note of, namely, that if this loan 
is not subscribed we shall have to 
suffer the heaviest taxation. The men 
who will not lend their money on 
good security and reasonable interest 
will be forced to give it up without 
return of either principal or interest. 
If the call of patriotism is not suffi­ 
cient business sense should secure 
subscriptions. The people on the farms 
and in the smaller cities and towns 
dependent on the farming interests 
must realize that it is through them 
that a large proportion of the loan 
must come. They have the greatest 
resources in land and real wealth, al­ 
though their ready money may be tied 
up to an extent. 
Means must be found 
to raise funds accodring to their share 
in the wealth of the country, it is 
to protect their lands, their rights, 
their privileges of good prices for food 
stuffs that the government is striving 
today. Our large business centers are 
few and far between. It is to you that 
the country is calling, the country that 
educated you, protected you, and has 
made you what you are. Do not shift j 
the responsibility onto the city dwel­ 
ler, but meet your responsibility as 
Texans, Southerner and true Ameri­ 
cans.

How 
ever, there are many persons in Aus 
tin who assert that some means will 
be found to have the university do its 
work during the ensuing two years, 
especially in view of the importance 
of its labors in connection with war 
exactions. 


‘AM A GERMAN, BUT LIKE U nited S tates A rm y of Food S ervice 
WAY AMERICA DOES’ 


APPROPRIATION FOR 
UNIVERSITY VETOED 


Austin, 
Texas, June 4.—Governor 
James E. Ferguson late Saturday ve 
toed the entire appropriation made by 
the Thirty-fifth legislature for the sup 
port and maintenance of the Univer 
sity of Texas for the next two fiscal 
years, however, making an exception 
as to the appropriation made for the 
mines at El Paso. 
The veto 
includes 
the 
medical 
branch of the university at Galveston 
This action of the governor had been 
anticipated for the previous two days 
and means that undoubtedly the un! 
versity will be unable to operate for 
the next two fiscal years. 
The amounts vetoed for the main 
university are $719,698 for the first As 
cal year and $710,198 for the second 
fiscal year, and for the medical branch 
$98,755 for the first and 
(he 
same 
amount for the second fiscal year. The 
appropriations left for the School of 
Mines is $26,510 for the first and $27,- 
477 for the second year. 
"Regardless of consequences,” the 
governor said. "I am not going to sit 
idly by and approve $1,600,000 appro 
priations, and have my friends whom 
I have appointed to assist men in car­ 
rying on the affairs of the govern­ 
ment permanently restrained from hav­ 
ing a voice as to how this vast sum 
of money shall be spent and being re 
quired to keep any official against their 
will. 
"Aside from any court procedure, I 
refuse to be intimidated or bluffed by 
any mob, and as long as I ain in the 
governor's office I shall not be afraid 
to exercise any powers which the con 
stitution of the state gives me in any 
manner that to me seems right and 
proper. I am only answerable to my 
own conscience, aud to the people who 
elected me." 
Further, the governor said: 
“We 
may Just as well face the issue and 
determine whether this state shall let 
the autocratic, educated high brows 
control it or whether the people them 
selves are going to reap some of the 
benefits which the government can 
bestow. I have thought this matter 
over carefully. I had hoped that th* 
issue might be avoided, hut it seems 
otherwise. I, therefore, throw down 
the gauntlet to those who want to 
oppose me on this issue and let them 
decide who Is right aud who is wrong." 
Governor Ferguson pointed out that 
he has been threatened with physical 
violence if he vetoed the appropriation 
and declared: "Hut I shall not falter, 
and I shall face my accusers as I have 
always faced every other Issue, trust 
ing in the merits of my position and 
the loyalty of our musses to sustain 
me.** 
When it became known that 
the 
governor had disapproved the appro 
prtation, Judge J. C. Townes of the 
law faculty of the university (ailed 
the entire law class together at the 
university and cautioned them not to 
make any demonstration in the mat 
ter, but to act like men and let the 
proper authorities take care of the 
situation.

Food-Feed Crops 
Largely Increased 


(By Associated Press) 
Austin, Texas, June 6.—Substantial 
evidence of the fact that the farmers 
of Texas are materially 
Increasing 
their food and feed tonnage and de­ 
creasing the cotton acreage, is dis­ 
closed in many reports received by 
Commissioner of Agriculture Fred W. 
Davis. These reports are from farmers 
institutes over the state. 
The institute at Sunset, Montague 
county, has 120 members and these 
have made the following 
increases 
over their 1916 food and feed crops: 
corn, 43 per cent.; peanuts 25; hay 
40; other food crops also show ma 
terial increases- while cotton 
shows 
substantial decrease. 
"The thousands of reports coming 
in carry similarly encouraging figures 
and lf efficient conservation prevails 
Texas will have done its bit handsome 
ly,” said the commissioner.

"Poultry is the most economical pro 
ducer of human food. 
"Eggs are the cheapest meat food 
in the market today. 
"Eat more eggs and be healthier, 
wealthier and wiser. 
“Feed the clean table scraps to the 
chickens and get good food for what 
is now waste. 
"No man is too poor to invest in 
a few hens. 
No investment will yield 
larger profits.”
